Claims his family held hostage

Every spring, 17-year-old Jennifer and her 
mother went on their ritual pre-summer 
diet, Three years ago, Jennifer set out to lose 
15 pounds and what resulted was several 
years of out-of-control bouts of anorexia and 
bulimia. 

“Tt started out as a normal diet. I’m 5-foot 3 
and when I started I weighed 123. I wasn’t 
really fat, but I’ve always been a little chub- 
by,” said the Andover High School senior. 

“When people think of eating disorders 
they think of extreme cases where girls 
weigh 80 pounds and look like they are going 
to die. I never got to that point. 

“T went down to about 104 and even 
though I was skinny I looked healthy 
enough. For a long time I didn’t even think I 
had an eating disorder.”

Andover psychoanalyst Laura Goodman 
knows only too well about the array of eating 
disorders that plague adolescents.

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Officials are down to three finalists 
for Council on Aging director

A new director of the Council on 


Aging, who also becomes director of 


the Senior Center, may be named as 
early as next week. Buzz Stapczyns- 
ki, the town manager, will interview 
the three finalists this week, accord- 
ing to Candace Hall, director of per- 
sonnel for the town. 


The three finalists were chosen 
from a field of 112 applicants. Ms. 
Hall said the town manager is not 
ready to release the names of the 
three finalists because not all the 
candidates have been notified they 
are finalists. When the names are 
available, the Townsman will pub- 
lish the information. 

Following the interviews with the 
three finalists, Mr. Stapezynski will 


meet with the screening committee, 
which chose the finalists, to discuss 
his impressions of the three, said Ms. 
Hall. 


The screening committee is com- 
prised of members of the town’s 
Council on Aging and the Andover 
Haven Associates. After that meet- 
ing, Mr. Stapezynski will choose a 
director, said Ms. Hall. No deadline 
has been set for the selection. 


Ms. Hall said the selection process 
for the director does not have to be a 
public process, “to the best of my 
knowledge.” 

(The Council on Aging is made up 
of appointed, not elected, members. 
They are appointed by the town man- 
ager.) 


The person chosen will replace 
Mary Byrne-Potvin, who resigned 
the directorship in December after 
serving in that position for three 
years. 


According to the job description 
published by the town’s personnel 
department, the director’s responsi- 
bilities include running the daily 
operations of the Senior Center, 
planning the agenda and attending 
the Council on Aging meetings. 


The salary range offered by the 
town for the full-time position is 
between $32,504 and $41,476. Ms. 
Byrne-Potvin’s salary was $32,248 
last year. The new director’s salary 
will be based on credentials and 
experience, said Ms. Hall.

Cans can and must be recycled

Recyclers and those who are about to be 
recyclers are becoming aware that cans can 
and must be recycled. The commonwealth 
has mandated that steel cans (we call them 
tin) are no longer allowed in Massachusetts 
incinerators. Our cans must be flattened and 
taken to the Recycling Pickup Center at the 
West Middle School parking lot on the third 
Saturday of each month. Hours $-1. Feb. 20 is 
the next opportunity. 


Instructions for cans are as follows: 
Clean, remove tops and bottoms and flatten. 
Labels need not be removed. If the cans have 
bottoms that are not easily removed by a can 
opener, then just flatten them as much as 
possible. I’ve heard stories of people having 
can-smashing times (Perhaps just with kids 
for fun) and others about a concern for a can 
-crushing machine. I just flatten them with 
my hand, with or without bottoms. I’m not a 
big weight lifter so if I can do it, everyone 
can. 

If you haven’t recycled plastic in the past, 
I hope you will begin. Plastic bottles with a 
No. 1 or a No. 2 on the bottom are recycled at 
the same place and time as the cans. Please 
clean and flatten them, too. People always 
want to know why. Clean them so they don’t 
smell, in your house as well as when they 
are stored for shipment to a processing 
plant. Flatten them so they don’t take up too 
much room both for you and the middleper- 
son. And of course, the big why is to save 
raw materials, protect the environment and 
in the long run, save money. All your milk, 
juice and water bottles as well as detergent 
and some other containers can lessen the 
amount you send to the incinerator. 

Aluminum is also recycled at West Middle 
School. That means any and all kinds of alu- 
minum. Of course you know you can take 
your aluminum cans back to the grocery 
store for a refund, but if you don’t want to, 
the town will take them on Feb. 20 and every 
third Saturday of eace month.

A STICKY SUBJECT _ a 

Tooth decay is a sticky subject with dentists. This is partly 
due to the fact that the public has a skewed sense of what 
foods are most responsible for tooth decay. When 
researchers at Boston's Forsythe Dental Center asked 300 
people from across the U. S. to list 21 foods in order of their 
stickiness, the respondents rated such sugary foods as 
candies as the worst offenders. In fact, however, sugars tend 
to washed out of the mouth by saliva well before 
carbohydrates. That is, cereals, crackers and cookies cling to 
the teeth far longer that candy. As a consequence, the 
complex carbohydrates in these foods provide a longer- 
sustaining source of food for bacteria which release enamel- 
eroding acids. As such, they deserve a much (and more) 
attention to brushing as candy. : 

Dental disease can be controlled if we control bacterial 
plaque activity on a daily basis. A toothbrush alone, however, 
no matter how often used, cannot do the job. It takes the 
conscientious effort of smart eating, brushing, flossing and 
professional visits to promote total oral health. If you need a 
family dentist to take care of all your dental needs, call us at 
475-2431.

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New Deal Photography exhibition at NECC this month 


“Official Images: New Deal Photography,” 
80 photographs recorded during the Depres- 
sion years by photographers commissioned 
by five government relief agencies, will be 
featured at the Northern Essex Community 
College Gallery through Friday, Feb. 26. 

The exhibit will include images. of farm- 
ers, children, young men and women work- 
ing in agency programs, older Americans 
and striking workers in rural and urban set- 
tings. President Franklin Roosevelt’s “New 
Deal” to the American people in 1933 
promised domestic revival to a country hard 
hit by the effects of the Great Depression. 
Photography was used to promote the rural 
distress that led to Roosevelt’s agricultural 
and other relief measures and the goals and 
effects of government agency programs. 

This exhibition not only presents a sub- 
stantial body of documentary photography, 
but also raises important questions about the 
use of “official” photographs, those commis- 
sioned by the government relief agencies, to 
promote agency goals of economic and social 
recovery. For example, while photographs of 
blacks and women are far more visible in the 
publicity of the National Youth Administra- 
tion, a reflection of that agency’s liberalism, 
in fact, white males received training for bet- 
ter paying industrial and office jobs while 
white females were encouraged to be house- 


wives, and blacks, male and female, were 
employed in low-paying service positions. 

“The exhibit clearly shows people caught 
in a time of crisis and change,” says Arthur 
Signorelli, NECC Gallery and student activi- 
ties director. “The images show both the old 
and the new, the hope, dejection, pride and 
ambivalence typical of that era.” 

Located in the Bentley Library, the North- 
ern Essex Community College Gallery is 
open to the public from 10 a.m. to noon on 
Saturday and from 1 to 5 p.m. on Sunday.

Ms. Goodman said there are pros 
and cons to the increased awareness 
today of eating disorders. It is good, she 
said, because an educated community 
is more likely to notice a teen in the 
early stages of a disorder before it 
becomes life threatening. But it is bad, 
she said, because many teens don’t 
take extreme dieting or compulsive 
eating behaviors as seriously as they 
should. 

In the past several years, Ms. Good- 
man has worked with teens and young 
adults, mostly females, who have eat- 
ing disorders, and their families. She is 
a staff member of General Psychologi- 
cal Associates on Park Street. 


She recently wrote a book, /s Your 
Child Dying to be Thin, designed not 
only for people with eating disorders, 
but also for their families. 

On average, one out of five high 
school girls has some form of eating 
disorder, according to Ms. Goodman. 
The number jumps to one in four col- 
lege-age women. She defines an eating 
disorder as a problem wherein people 
use food as a source of restriction or 
gratification, reward or punishment. 
In most cases, if one’s eating habits are 
interfering with one’s daily life, there 
is a good chance that person has an eat- 
ing disorder, she said. 

About five to 10 percent of teens 
with eating disorders are male. She 
said most of those are athletes who diet 
to get down to required competition 
weight. 

The three major eating disorders 
Ms. Goodman sees in her patients are 
anorexia nervosa, bulimia and compul- 
sive overeating. 

Anorexia is a syndrome of self- 
induced weight loss through restric- 
tion or starvation and the refusal to 
maintain a normal weight for corre-

sponding age and height. 

Bulimia is characterized by eating 
large amounts of food in short periods 
of time and purging the food through 
vomiting, using laxatives or diuretics 
or excessive exercise. 

Compulsive overeating is similar 
to bulimia, but there is no act of purg- 
ing. 


Eating disorders are symptoms of 


underlying problems, Ms. Goodman 
said. To help address the problems, Ms. 
Goodman has organized support 
groups for victims of eating disorders. 
The first group is for adolescents 
with eating disorders. Members do not 
have to be her client to join the group. 
It will begin meeting next Thursday, 
Feb. 25, from 6 to 7:30 p.m. at her office 
at 68 Park St. There is a fee and there 


are limited spaces available. 

The second support group is a free- 
of-charge group for parents of eating 
disorder victims. It will meet the first 
Monday of each month. To sign up for 
either group or for more information 
call Ms. Goodman at her office. 
Supporting the parents 

“There is a real sense of helpless- 
ness for parents,” she said. 

“T know I felt it as a coach. I often 
wondered if I let a girl play, is she 
going to collapse on the court.” 

Ms. Goodman, who has a bachelor’s 
degree and a master’s degree in psy- 
chotherapy from Boston College, said 
she is introduced to patients in a vari- 
ety of ways. Many times school guid- 
ance counselors call her regarding stu- 
dents about whom they are concerned. 


She also receives referrals from doc- 
tors. Other times parents or friends 
will call her about adolescents exhibit- 
ing signs of eating disorders. 

“Not too many adolescents call 
themselves,” she said. 


Before her first session with 
patients, Ms. Goodman mails out a 
questionnaire regarding personal his- 
tory and eating habits. She said allow- 
ing patients to answer the questions in 
private is much less threatening. 

“T also give them a chance to inter- 
view me. Many times they come here 
at the most vulnerable time in their 
lives. It is really important to empower 
them and give them a chance to be part 
of the process,” she said. 

The first step in Ms. Goodman’s 
approach to dealing with eating disor- 
ders is to refer a patient to a nutrition- 
ist and to get their eating under con- 
trol. Sometimes a client is also referred 
to a physician. The second step is to 
address the underlying cause of the 
eating disorder. 


Ms. Goodman believes there are five 
main factors in developing an eating 
disorder: societal pressures to be thin; 
psychological factors such as low self 
esteem and feelings of inadequacy; 
lifestyle factors such as a lack of 
healthy stress-management tech- 
niques; stress such as a death, divorce 
or break up of a meaningful relation- 
ship; and finally, family and develop- 
mental problems such as fear of grow- 
ing up, leaving home and pressures to 
become sexual. 

Ms. Goodman’s approach also 
includes family sessions on a regular 
basis, She said her book was born out 
of her own frustration at not being able 
to suggest a resource for parents to 
turn to. 

“When a child has a problem, the 
whole family is affected,” she said.

According to Jennifer, the atmo- 
sphere at Andover High School is ripe 
for producing eating disorders. 

“My friends always say stuff. The 
girls will notice and make comments if 
they think someone has gained two 
pounds, There is just so much pressure 
to be stick skinny. 

“Guys would say stuff like, ‘Oh you 
look so fat today.’ I knew they were 
teasing, but the guys have no idea how 
that made mie feel,” she said.

herself to throw it up. 

“Tt wasn’t a daily thing. I went for 
three weeks sometimes without doing 
it and then maybe three days in a row 
doing it again,” she said. 

Jennifer believes low self esteem 
and a tendency to be a perfectionist 
lead her to becoming anorexic and 
bulimic. 

“When you don’t feel good on an 
internal level you tend to grasp onto 
external things like your weight. | 
thought life would be perfect if I lost

when she started making herself vomit 
up the food she would binge on to satis- 
fy her food cravings. 

“The first time I was bulimic, I did it 
under the impression that I would only 
do it until I lost the last amount of 
weight I wanted. I had it all planned 
out, but it didn’t work that way,” she 
said. 

Her binging and purging wasn’t reg- 
ular, but on many occasions she’d skip 
eating altogether for several days. 
She’d then eat half a box of cereal, sev- 
eral scoops of ice cream and then force 


weight, her parents told her what a 
great job she had done and said that 
they were proud. She said all these fac- 
tors motivated her to lose more weight. 

At first she cut down on what she 
ate, but she reached a point where she 
couldn’t lose any more pounds. 

“T began not eating for the day and 
then eating dinner with my family 
because I had to,” she said. 

Jennifer said she was beginning to 
get frustrated and was feeling 
“deprived” of all the foods she loved to 
eat, especially sweets. It was that point

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office and asked to speak with the man- 
ager. He was carrying a small, blue 
nylon bag, “like a fanny pack,” accord- 
ing to Detective Donald Pattullo. 

The man, still standing, set the bag 
down in the manager’s office and hand- 
ed the manager a note. The note was 
supposedly from a “bad guy” who was 
in a car out in the parking lot watching 
everything that was going on and lis- 
tening to a police scanner. It said that 
if the manager did everything the note 
said, no one would get hurt. 

“If you give me any reason to think 
otherwise, I’ll detonate the bag I sent 
him in with,” the note said. 

The manager, Michael Nash, told 
police later he assumed the nylon bag 
had contained coins or something else 
that the man wanted to deposit. Now 
he knew it was supposedly a bomb. 

The note also said the “bad guy” was 
holding this man’s wife and daughter 
and that they would also be killed if the 
manager set off an alarm or called 
police. The note directed the manager 
to put $10,000 in 100-, 50- and 20-dollar 
bills in a bag. 

The manger called his main office in 
Lawrence and was told to follow the 
instructions. 

“So he did it and the man left,” 
Detective Pattullo said. 

The man had told the manager that 
the bad guy was sitting in a white Vol- 
vo station wagon that was parked in 
the Shawsheen Plaza parking lot over 
near Whyte’s Cleaners. The bank 
employees did not watch the man 
leave, but a minute or so later did see a 
white Volvo wagon pulling out of the 
plaza lot to head north on Route 28. 

Police arrived a minute or two later, 
but the man was gone. They had been 
called by the Lawrence office of the 
bank.

five or 10 more pounds,” she said. 

About 18 months ago, Jennifer’s 
friends began voicing their concerns 
about her weight loss, eating habits 
and the bouts of bulimia she talked 
about with them. 

“T think some people do it for atten- 
tion, but that isn’t the case with me. I 
just wanted to feel good about myself,” 
she said. 

“1 didn’t want people to say I was so 
skinny. I wanted to be left alone.” 

At that point, Jennifer began to sus- 
pect that she had an eating problem. 
She was convinced that no one thought 
about food and counting calories as 
much as she did. 

“T was very unhappy. It isn’t fun 
when the only thing you think about is 
your weight and the food you eat. It 
isn’t a pleasant way to live,” she said. 

She called a local therapist who 
works with teens and eating disorders 
because she wanted her suspicions

businesses were evacuated and police 
roped off the parking lots while they 
waited for a state police bomb squad to 
come examine the blue bag. Two 
agents from the FBI’s bank robbery 
division also responded to the bank. 

The bomb expert was in Mashpee 
and didn’t arrive until almost 5 p.m. 
because of the snowstorm. When the 
expert did arrive, the device turned out 
to be a fake. Police would not say what 
was in the bag and said the contents 
did not provide much evidence, partly 
because the bomb squad blew it up. 

“To be honest with you, they blew 
the hell out of it so it’s hard to tell,” 
Detective Pattullo said. 

The man who came into the bank 
and left with the money is the only sus- 
pect at this time, according to Detec- 
tive Pattullo. 

He is described as a white male, 
approximately 5-foot, 7-inches tall and 
weighing about 170 pounds. He had

brownish hair, a pock-marked face and 
was 38 to 42 years old. He was wearing 
a brown “car coat,” which is mid- 
length, and was carrying the blue bag 
when he came in and a canvas bank 
bag when he left. 

But police admit they have very lit- 
tle to go on, and the bank ernployees 
were not able to provide many details. 

“They didn’t even ask him his name, 
so we’re not working with a hell of a 
lot,’ Detective Pattullo said. “We hope 
somebody will read about it or hear 
about it on the news and realize that 
this guy, a relative or a friend who is 
suddenly $10,000 richer, fits the 
description and will give us a call.” 


The bank was closed for the rest of 


the day after the robbery, due to the 
bomb threat. The seven or eight 
employees of the bank were taken to 
the police station where they provided 


whatever information they could to 
police. 

Len Wilson, bank president, said 
Wednesday morning that all the 
employees followed the bank’s proce- 
dures and he was satisfied with their 
actions. 

“The people in the bank followed the 
bank policy, which is to protect cus- 
tomers and employees,” Mr. Wilson 
said. 

He said the threat of a bomb is an 
unusual occurrence, even though 
employees are trained in security 
because of the nature of the business. 

“They handled it exactly as they 
should have,” Mr. Wilson said. 

“It was a different situation,” said 
John Digaetano, vice president of com- 
munity banking for First Essex. “They 
did all that they were supposed to do as 
far as our policy calls for.”

confirmed. 

“T wanted a professional to tell me I 
had an eating disorder. With my par- 
ents, it would have been an issue. They 
would have said, ‘No, you are fine.’ My 
mom can’t understand eating disor- 
ders, alcoholism or other addictions. 
She thinks if you drink too much then 
you should stop drinking. 

“My parents simply couldn’t under- 


stand why people have eating disor- 
ders. (My therapist) believed me,” she 
said. 

Once Jennifer talked with the thera- 
pist, she told her parents and then con- 
tinued her counseling sessions. She 
went to a nutritionist and learned how 
to set up a meal plan that was comfort- 
able for her. Her parents sometimes 
attend therapy sessions with her and 
are now supportive, Jennifer said. 


“Tt is hard for them. All they see is 
that I’m skinny and that I’m sick,” she 
said. 

“T’ve been in therapy almost two 
years and still I’m bulimic sometimes. 
I feel I'm in control of my eating and I 
know I can choose to eat or not, or be 
bulimic or not,” she said. 


Helping victims, families, friends 

Jennifer said she isn’t sure eating 
disorders can be prevented. She 
believes societal pressures to be thin 


are difficult to evade. 

“When I look at my friends and how 
they begin dieting I can see which one 
will or won't get an eating disorder,” 
she said, 

Learning about proper nutrition 
and maintaining a healthy weight 
through a healthy diet and exercising 
are skills that help teens combat eating 
disorders, she said. 

Addressing the underlying prob- 
lems that lead to eating disorders is the 
best defense against them, she said. 

Jennifer says there are two types of 
hunger — physical and emotional — and 
eating disorders can kick in to rectify 
both. 

As for her own prognosis, Jennifer 
said she can see the end of the tunnel. 

“Food may always be an issue for 
me. I may never be able to go out to a 
restaurant and choose whatever I want 
{o and not worry about the calories, 
and then again maybe I will. But right 
now I feel I’m under control.”

3 AHS stories: 
Well worth it 


Photographers know that for some 
reason there are a few people who 
show up time and again in their cam- 
eras’ viewfinders. This week, we 
notice that the story list for this 
week’s Townsman contained more 
stories than usual about one subject: 
Andover High School. 

There is the story about eating dis- 
orders, which includes the lucid 
account of a 17-year-old AHS student 
who is bravely facing the fact that 
she has a problem and she is work- 


_ing very hard to overcome it. 


We have the remains of last week’s 
page-1 story of the fist fight at the 
high school: two letters about the 
subject, one saying young students 
should be encouraged to participate 
in conflict resolution, the other say- 
ing that this newspaper as well as 
AHS administrators labeled the stu- 
dents black and white when, the 
writer believes, the conflict was 
between two teen-agers, not between 
two teen-agers of different races. 

And then we have the light-heart- 
ed story about the Mr. Andover High 
School contest, a story we were pre- 
pared to dislike because we thought 
it might be sexist, or emphasize inap- 
propriate attitudes. But it did not. In 
fact, we rather enjoyed the contest 
story. It is full of fun and we believe 
it to be a clever way for the junior 
class to raise funds for its coffers. 

We also like the mix of Andover 
high stories, even if the school is, 
perhaps, over-covered this week. We 
are glad students, letter-writers and 
many other community members 
are discussing the fist fight at the 
school. There is tension there, and 
be it racially-charged or just teen- 
charged, it wants discussing. 

There is nothing funny about 
anorexia. We congratulate “Jen- 
nifer” for sharing the story of her 
battle with her eating disorder. Per- 
haps her honesty and emerging 
understanding of her problem will 
help others with similar disorders. 

And then there is a chance to have 
some fun, in this case, a contest with 
13 juniors being creative and show- 
ing their stuff. 

The students are our future. They 
are important. Plus, their stories 
make good reading.

NOW HEAR THIS: It is impera- 
tive that you have your cats, and 
also your dogs, vaccinated against 
rabies. If ae.

records right now and deal with it. 
Don’t put it off. 

Martha Lindsay, a veterinarian 
at Andover Animal Hospital, has 
me very worried. You should be, 
too. The state has passed new regu- 
lations regarding animals and 
rabies, and if we don’t pay attention 
and comply, our pets are going to 
have to be put down, and some peo- 
ple are going to die of full-blown 
rabies cases. 

Here’s the story: 

As of next Wednesday, Feb. 24, 
every cat and dog has to have had a 
rabies vaccination. 

“That sounds not too bad, right?” 
says Dr. Lindsay, who is caught 
between not wanting people to pan- 
ic.and wanting. people. to under-

stand how serious this problem is. 

She brings up an example of 
what could happen. The animal con- 
trol officer brings a stray cat to the 
animal shelter. If that cat has an 
injury that the veterinarian per- 
ceives to be caused by a puncture 
wound - old or new — the doctor has 
to assume that that wound could 
mean the animal has rabies and 
therefore has to be euthanized. 
(“Put to sleep” is a phrase that I 
don’t use. It isn’t sleep; it’s death.) 

The new regulations, which are 
aimed at curtailing rabies, say that 
an animal boarding facility can’t 
release an animal it has boarded 
until it has proof that the animal 
has been vaccinated against rabies. 

So some kind person who has 
found a stray cat brings it in and 
the facility tells the person that the 
cat will have to have a rabies shot. 
Or a person comes in wanting to 
adopt a stray boarded there, and is 
told the animal will have to have a 
rabies shot before it is released. 
“The state doesn’t want these ani- 
mals running around being reser- 
voirs for rabies,” explains Dr. Lind- 
say. 

But many people won’t want to 
pay $25 for the rabies shot. “That 
means fewer strays will be taken 
care of because people won’t want 


to pay. the. money,” she says. “l.....

understand the other side of it: We 
want to have these animals vacci- 
nated.” 

Dr. Lindsay recommends people 
whose cats go outdoors should put 
break-away collars on their cats so 
a cat’s tag tells his owner’s name. 

“We used to be afraid to use col- 
lars,” she says, referring to worries 
of cats getting hung up in tree 
branches or dogs grabbing cats by 
the collar. 

Get the picture? Animal hospi- 
tals and animal boarding facilities 
are going to be euthanizing many, 
many cats because either they 
won’t know if the cat has been vac- 
cinated or they won’t know if the 
animal has been bitten by another 
animal and therefore exposed to 
rabies. 

Typically, says Dr. Lindsay, peo- 
ple vaccinate their dogs against 
rabies, but not their cats. Cats often 
are allowed to wander outdoors, 
especially at night, and that is when 
raccoons are out because they are 
nocturnal. Right now, many rac- 
coons are carrying rabies, says the 
doctor, and even though so far we 
haven’t recorded a case in Andover, 
the rate at which rabies is spread- 
ing through the state means it soon 
will be here, too. “The assumption 
is that rabies is everywhere 
st (Continued on page 33) 


Students should 
be talking 


Editor, Townsman: 

Physical violence between students 
at Andover High School is cause for 
serious concern — any physical 
violence between people is always a 
matter of serious concern. The vio- 
lence between individuals (albeit in 
violation of the rules) that we are 
exposed to daily as part of contests of 
skill between highly paid professional 
athletes, is a matter for serious con- 
cern — but that has been widely aired 
and not why I am writing now. 

My immediate concern is not about 
this specific incident nor its immediate 
cause. Rather, something that report- 
edly occurred as part of the later exam- 
ination of last week’s episode, some- 
thing unfortunate and not directly 
related, is, I think, an underlying con- 
tributor to such eruptions of violence 
and a more serious problem. 

The words (emphasis mine) of one of 
the students involved in the actual 
event were kept from the public by his 
parents, who reportedly would not let 
their son speak to the Townsman. I 
strongly suspect that had this young 
man been prevented from speaking by 
anyone but his parents they, his par- 
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ents, would have been highly incensed 
and protested loudly about violation of 
his rights and the lack of proper 
respect by society for a fully competent 
citizen who only by chance happens to 
be a minor. 

Parents do their children and the 
public a serious disservice when we 
prevent our children from participat- 
ing in appropriate and legitimate (i.e. 
non-violent) means of resolving con- 
flict/dispute. We cannot expect our 
children to mature and learn how to be 
responsible for their own acts unless 
we give them both the responsibility 
and the opportunity. Bottled up frus- 
tration/misunderstanding — we also all 
must be aware - all too often erupts 
into spontaneous violence. 

Please let us let our children speak.

Don’t label them 
black or white

The words I have written here can- 
not begin to express my anger at the 
way the disturbance at the high school 
during the assembly was handled by 
the local newspapers and our school 
administrators. How dare we as 


responsible adults call ourselves 
“unprejudiced” when we continue to 
label our students and town youths by 
the color of their skin? [See “AHS 
copes with fistfight,’ page 1, Feb. 11.] 

I, by chance, was at the assembly 
and saw the disturbance first hand. I 
heard the comments and saw the phys: 
ical scuffle and quite honestly, was 
unnerved that high school students 
would choose to vent their frustrations 
physically. I am, however, more 
unnerved by the labeling of this stu- 
dent scuffle as black vs. white. What I 
saw was student vs. student, human vs. 
human, 

How can our youth hope to see past 
racial “boundaries” if we as the leaders 
of their local media and town schools 
cannot do so? 

If our students are having difficul- 
ties handling their conflicts without 
the use of physical measures, then we 
need to address this topic and teach 
responsible ways of handling their 
frustrations. It seems to me that this is 
the reason why this scuffle occurred in 
the first place. It would make sense 
then to have assemblies and speaker in 
to discuss and advise students as to 
alternatives that are available to them 
so that they do not see violent behavior 
as their only choice to settling dis- 
putes. 

Instead of addressing the situation 


‘ 
from this perspective, it seems our 
schools are heading in the wrong direc- 
tion. It has come to my attention that 
those seen as minority students are 
being discreetly questioned as to 
whether they have personally encoun- 
tered any racial difficulties. I consider 
the questioning of minority students to 
be a racial disturbance of itself. Per- 
haps it did not occur to our school offi- 
cials that these “minority” students, up 
until the time of their discreet ques- 
tioning, only considered themselves 
members of the Andover High student 
body. Now they have been made to 
view themselves as a “minority attach- 
ment” to the whole. 

We should be striving at our high 
school to join all our students into a 
greater community of one student 
body, varied as it is with all of ethnic 
and racial differences, yet united 
because we all belong to it. This can 
only be accomplished by accentuating 
our common goals and acknowledging 
our common basic bond, our human- 
ness. 

When we as unprejudiced adults can 
see a student scuffle as just that and 
truly not be blinded by the color of the 
faces involved, then we will be able to 
help our youths, our future, to do the 
same.

Don’t put off your pet's rabies shot; it could save his life

because it has made such huge jumps 
(from one community to another) so 
fast.” 

The law now says that every rac- 
coon that is caught today must be 
euthanized and tested for rabies until 
every community in the state records 
its own rabies case. 

Here is another problem. There is a 
period when an animal can carry 
rabies and transmit a case, but shows 
no signs of being rabid, says Dr. Lind- 
say. 

So someone picks up your cat, 
which has wandered from home. It 
has no visible wounds. It doesn’t wear 
a collar. The facility, Andover Animal 
Hospital for the community of 
Andover, that boards stray animals 
has to assume that the cat could have 
rabies. 

“It looks fine; it has no puncture 
wounds,” says Dr. Lindsay. “That ani- 
mal, which could be adopted, could 
still come down with rabies.” 

It can take up to six months for an 
animal to show signs of rabies, she 
says. The Massachusetts Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
has decided it still will allow a stray to 
be adopted after the MSPCA gives it a 
rabies shot. But if the animal is carry- 
ing rabies, the shot won't do any good. 

So the moral dilemma, Dr. Lindsay 
points out, is whether the Andover 
Animal Hospital will say to the family 


that is considering adopting that stray 
cat — the one that has no puncture 
wounds — that the same cat could be 
carrying rabies since it is a stray and 
wearing no collar to identify owner or 
proof of rabies, and it has no visible 
puncture wounds, 

What Dr. Lindsay knows is that 
when she says to people, “It’s possible 
this cat could be carrying rabies, even 
though it has no puncture wounds,” 
people will not adopt the pet. 

“We would (she can’t even say 
‘will’) be putting down animals right 
and left and backward and forward,” 
she says. “So you see our dilemma.” 

Here’s another part of the problem: 
For up to three days before any signs 
of rabies occur in an animal, that ani- 
mal can pass rabies from his saliva to 
a person. So if someone has, say, an 
open cut on his hand, or he bites his 
fingernails and has an open hangnail, 
the cat with rabies and no visible 
signs of the disease could lick the per- 
son and pass on the rabies. 

“It’s really bad,” offers Dr. Lindsay. 
“My employees can’t stomach the fact 
that they are going to have to put all 
these animals down.” 

There is another option about 
strays that don’t have puncture signs, 
but could be carrying rabies. The ani- 
mal facility could inform the adopting 
person that the animal could have 
rabies and the person could agree to 
confine the animal for six months, But 


that puts the family at risk, and Dr. 
Lindsay admits she probably wouldn't 
subject her family to the possibility of 
rabies by waiting the six months. 

By spring, when the raccoons, 
which have been hibernating, come 
out and are mating, the problem “is 
really going to blow,” predicts Dr. 
Lindsay. 

The animals that are most likely to 
get rabies today are raccoons, cows 
and cats, says Dr. Lindsay. Cows get it 
because they are curious and may 
check out a raccoon, which then may 
bite the cow on the leg, according to 
the doctor. 

Plus, “Nobody thinks to vaccinate” 
animals such as cows and goats, says 
the doctor. Recently, the Andover Ani- 
mal Hospital vaccinated some goats 
against rabies, at a clinic. 

Raccoons tend to be around people 
because raccoons are natural scav- 
engers so they are attracted to houses 
where garbage cans are located. 

Any mammal can carry rabies, Dr. 
Lindsay says, and bats are mammals. 
“Any mammal is at risk” to catch 
rabies, she explains. So there are 
many ways to spread rabies. 

When I was a child I knew a girl 
who had to have rabies shots because 
a dog bit her. They were an excruciat- 
ing series of shots to the stomach. Dr. 
Lindsay says rabies shots are a series 
of six today, and are “survivable,” 
bad, but not that bad. 


She says children today are very 
worried about rabid dogs and cats, 
wanting to know what to do if they 
encounter them. (“Stand like a tree 
and be as still as a stone” when 
encountering a rabid dog because a 
child can’t out run a dog, says the doc- 
tor. Standing like a tree means be 
absolutely still. Most people can out- 
run a rabid cat or raccoon, she says.) 

She has talked with public school 
children here about the problem and 
probably will talk with them some 
more in the future. She says there are 
two types of behavior that an animal 
with rabies can exhibit: the dumb 
form, when an animal seems stunned, 
dull or listless, and the furious form, 
when an animal goes wild, the way 
Old Yellar did in the Disney film. But 
an animal can seem perfectly normal 
and still be carrying rabies, warns Dr. 
Lindsay. 


“This is not a fun situation,” she 
says. “This is very, very difficult.” 

And to prove that, she reminds us 
that there is no cure for rabies in a 
person once he or she comes down 
with an actual case. “They die,” she 
says. 


“If you know you have been 
exposed, then you get the shots and 
you are fine, but you have to know,” 
she says. “This is a disease that can 
only be handled in prevention.”

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4 plead guilty in hashish case 


Four men, including two from 
Andover, involved in an international 
conspiracy to import hashish into the 
U.S. pleaded guilty and were sen- 
tenced in Boston on Feb. 5. 

U.S. Attorney A. John Pappalardo 


announced the pleas and sentencing of 


Peter Kattar, Stephen Kattar, David 
Abdoo and Sayed Hachem. 

The defendants were arrested in 
August 1991 following a multi-agency 
investigation that resulted in the 
seizure of 6,398 pounds of hashish 
(2,906 kilograms). The hashish, which 
was grown in the Bekaa Valley of 
Lebanon, imported into the United 
States and destined for Canada, has an 
estimated street value of more than 
$85 million. 

Peter Kattar, 63, of 835 McKenney 
Circle, pleaded guilty to conspiracy to 
import hashish, conspiracy to possess 
hashish with intent to distribute and 
the unlawful laundering of monetary 
instruments. He was sentenced to 10 
years incarceration followed by three 
years of supervised release. He also 
forfeited $500,000 to the U.S. At his 
change of plea, the United States stat- 
ed that its trial evidence would have 


shown that Mr. Kattar was the head of 


the organization responsible for the 
importation of the hashish.

Stephen Kattar, 33, of 83 McKenney 
Circle, pleaded guilty to conspiracy to 
import hashish and was sentenced to 
time served, followed by five years of 
probation, He is Peter Kattar’s son. 

David Abdoo, 41, of Colchester, Vt., 
pleaded guilty to conspiracy to import 
hashish and was sentenced to five 
years incarceration, followed by five 
years of supervised release. Mr. 
Abdoo also forfeited $500,000 to the 
United States. 


Mr. Hachem, 36, of Lawrence, 
pleaded guilty to conspiracy to import 
hashish. On or after April 1, he will be 
deported to Lebanon, his country of 
citizenship. 

The remaining defendants in the 
case, Gebran Hanna and Vincent 
Petrelli, are scheduled to be tried 
beginning Feb. 22. Both men are citi- 
zens of Canada. 

The case was investigated by the 
United States Customs Service, the 
Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms, the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice and the Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation. Assistant U.S. attorneys Paul 
V. Kelly and Robert W. Iuliano of Pap- 
palardo’s Organized Crime Drug 
Enforcement Task Force were the 
prosecutors.

Somabody up there likes them

With some divine power appearing to guide 
them through dramatic one-point victories over 
Chelmsford and Lowell, the Andover High boys’ 
basketball team has clinched at least a tie for its 
first Merrimack Valley Conference championship 
in 12 years. 

In becoming the fourth AHS athletic team to 
clinch a league title this winter, the Golden War- 
riors looked like a team of destiny as they eked out 
a 57-56 overtime win against Chelmsford and a 54- 
53 regulation triumph over Lowell. 

Both victories were recorded in the other 
team’s building, and both came when the opposi- 
tion missed potential winning free throws in the 
closing seconds. 

Mike Roberts was the catalyst in both come- 
from-behind wins, as Andover trailed Chelmsford 
by five with 35 seconds left and Lowell by five with 
one minute to play. 

* Tt was deja vu all over again. 

The Warriors also registered an easy 73-47 vic- 
tory over Billerica recently. 

The three straight wins took some of the impor- 
tance out of last night’s league finale against Cen- 
tral Catholic, although a rare perfect MVC season 
and outright possession of the Large School Divi- 
sion title were still on the line. 

Central Catholic, which also 
squeezed out a pair of 50-49 one- 
point decisions over Lowell and 
Chelmsford last week, needed a 
victory for a share of the title. 

The Golden Warrivurs had a 
four-game win streak on the line 
last night, entering the game with 
a 14-0 league record and superb 
17-2 overall mark. 

“Our goal from day one was to 
win the league,” said Coach Dave 
Fazio. “We had some luck against 
both Chelmsford and Lowell, but 
you need a little luck along the way to have a 
record like ours. 

“We also have Mike Roberts and thank God for 
that. He’s been unbelievable in the clutch.” 

Roberts paced the club in scoring through 19 
games with 392 points (20.6 average), while Eric 
Danis had 228, Kirk Stockwood 184, Mark Lastrina 
125 and Tom Tanin 112. 

Andover, 57-56 (ot) 

“Chelmsford was a game where you just sat 
back when it was over and said wow!” observed 
Coach Fazio. 

The game was tied 22-22 at halftime and 51-51 at 
the end of regulation, but overtime never seemed 
an option with the Warriors down five and just 35 
seconds to play. 

Enter Mr. Roberts. 

“He was four steps over half court, and about 
three steps behind the three-point line, when he 
knocked down a bomb to bring us back within 
two,” said Coach Fazio. 

Andover then fouled Chelmsford, the Lions 
missed, and the host team made the mistake of 
sending Roberts to the line with 19 seconds left. 

“The kid has ice water in his veins,” said Coach 
Fazio. “He hit them both and we were tied.” 

Chelmsford came down and tried an ill-advised 
three-pointer. The shot missed, but even more ill- 
advised was the foul committed by Andover. 

The Lions player went to the line with three 
chances to win it, but all three free throws missed 
and the locals were still alive in overtime. 

“We were very fortunate to get to overtime, but 

then we fell behind by three (54-51) again right 
away,” said Coach Fazio, “But someone was look- 
ing over us. We got the right calls and right breaks 
at the right times.” 

Andover battled back and managed to escape

with the one point victory. 

“We didn’t play well, but Chelmsford had a lot 
to do with that,” said Coach Fazio. “We came out 
flat and they were hitting their shots.” 

Roberts finished the game with 81 points, 
including 5-of:8 from treyland, and he also passed 
out five assists in a Herculean performance. 

Eric Danis added nine points and six rebounds, 
junior guard and Co-Captain Kirk Stockwood sev- 
en points, Matt Gibson four points and five boards, 
Tom Tanin four points and Mark Lastrina two free 
throws. 

Andover, 54-53 

The Golden Warriors raced to an early 14-point 
lead against host Lowell, and were still sitting 
pretty at 33-21 by halftime. 

Kirk Stockwood tossed in 11 points in the open- 
ing 16 minutes, and sophomore forward Eric 
Danis “had an awesome first half’ according to 
Coach Fazio, 

“But in the second half Lowell packed the 
defense in tight to shut off Eric (Danis), and we 
couldn't get any rhythm on our outside shots. It 
was as if the shooters were trying to wish the ball 
through the hoop, 

“We played the second half not to lose,” contin- 
ued Coach Fazio. “They became timid all of a sud- 
den, knowing that the first 
league title in 12 years was on 
the line. It was such a big thing, 
all of a sudden, that it seemed 
like a massive weight on their 
shoulders. 

“Almost every shot we took 
was short, and that’s a sure sign 
of nervousness.” 

Enter Superman Roberts once 
again. 

With Lowell ahead by five 
points with one minute to play, 
Roberts pumped through the 
next six points to secure the win. 

However, with 0:01 on the clock Andover again 
committed a foul. 

A Lowell player went to the line with a 1-and-1 
situation, a tie or a victory in his hands. 

“We called a timeout to try and ice him, he 
missed the first shot, and we won the game,” said 

Coach Fazio. “It’s unbelieveable, Twice in a row. 
Somebody wanted us to win this thing, for sure.” 

The difference was the free throw line, where 
Andover went 17-for-26 and Lowell only 8-for-11. 

Roberts actually finished with the final eight 
AHS points and had 19 for the game. 

Stockwood contributed 14 points, Eric Danis 10 
points and seven rebounds.

He blamed the problems on poor 
hiring practices in the agency, hiring 
employees of failed banks, and legisla- 
tion that doesn’t give enough consider- 
ation to economic development, and he 
said he would work to cut FDIC regula- 
tions. 


State Senator John D. O’Brien, D- 
Andover, at the invitation of the con- 
gressman, gave the group an update on 
the state’s education reform bill and 
said the bill, as it is now, is more gov- 
erning than real reform. 


“We haven’t been bold enough yet,” 
Sen. O’Brien said.

Soak your ring for about 30 min- 
utes in a cup half filled with cold 
water and half filled with ammonia. 
Using an eyebrow brush, tap around 
the back and front of the mounting. 
Swish the ring in the solution once 
again before letting it drain on a tis- 
sue. 


Dip your ring in a brand-name liq- 
uid jewelry cleaner, but do not touch 
the diamond with your fingers. Han- 
dle jewelry by its edges. 

Machines are available that can 
clean your ring in a solution of water 
and detergent. 

Remember, to help your ring last 
don’t wear it when doing rough work 
as diamonds can chip. Don’t wear it 
when doing cleaning or laundry. 
Bleach can discolor the mounting. 
Have your jeweler check and clean 
your ring each year. When you're not 
wearing it, keep the ring in a jewel 
case.

But there 
are some instances where computer- 
generated materials simply are not 
appropriate. Wedding invitations are 
a prime example. For this once-in-a- 
lifetime event, quality and elegance 
cannot be sacrificed. 

Here are some valuable tips on 
sending wedding invitations in style: 

When addressing the inner enve- 
lope, exclude the adults’ first names 
and addresses. Intimate relatives may 
be addressed as “Aunt Elizabeth and 
Uncle John.” Below the parents’ 


names, include the first names of all 
children to be invited. 

On the outer envelope, always use a 
suest’s full name and formal title. Use 
abbreviations only for Mr., Mrs., Ms., 
Dr. and Jr. 

It is improper to use abbreviations 
in the street address or to abbreviate a 
city or state. House numbers and zip 
codes may be written in figures. 

It is recommended to have your 
return address professionally printed 
on the outer envelopes to ensure that 
any undeliverable invitations are 
returned to you.

You can have a great trip on less 
money, according to travel expert 
Arthur Frommer. His motto, “With a lit- 
tle knowledge and a willingness to 
explore new approaches, anyone can 
save on any trip anywhere in the 
world.” It just takes the right attitude 
and some sound advice. 

Here are Mr. Frommer’s ten com- 
mandments for successful budget trav- 
el: 

1. Prioritize. Decide what’s most 
important to you, then economize 
around it. Most people can’t afford to fly 
first class, stay in a luxury hotel, eat 
every meal in a three-star restaurant, 
and shop endlessly. But you may be able 
to indulge in one of these activities if 
you economize elsewhere, such as fore- 
going first-class air tickets to stay at an 
upscale hotel, 

2. Use consolidators. Consolidators 
buy blocks of airline tickets, hotel 
rooms, cruise ship cabins, and car 
rentals at deeply discounted rates and 
pass them on to travelers. Look for ads 
in the travel section of your local news- 
paper. 

3. Negotiate. “Most travel products 
are perishable,” Mr. Frommer says. “If 
a ship sails with empty cabins or a 
plane leaves with empty seats, that’s a 
total loss. Smart travelers negotiate for 
the price they’d like to pay.” So avoid 
toll-free reservation numbers, instead, 
call hotels directly to negotiate for a 
favorable room rate. 

4. Go rural. Stay out of a major city, 
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Money-saving tips: Honeymoons, vacations 
don’t have to cost an arm and a leg

when tourist bureaus 
provide them? If your 


credit card carries 
rental car insurance, 
don’t buy more. 


avoid high-priced hotels and restau- 
rants, Then take day trips to see muse- 
ums and attractions. 

5. Stay private. “Staying in a private 
home or an apartment is often much 
more economical than even a hotel’s 
bargain rate,” Mr. Frommer suggests. 
To learn about available homes and 
apartments, contact local tourist 
bureaus. 

6. Use ATMs. “Have cash, will spend” 
is typical vacation behavior. To avoid 
impulse spending, take only small 
amount of cash and use automatic teller 
machines, or ATMs, to get more as you 
need it. explains Mr. Frommer, “My 
wife and I have traveled to the most 
remote parts of the U.S. and taken only 
$100 in cash. That’s because my bank 
belongs to the MasterCard/C1IRRUS
